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BUTTERCUP 


Ranunculus californicus 


Many botanists declare that all wild 
flowers are descended from the Butter- 
cup. Leaves entire or divided; petals (5 
to 16) usually of shining yellow. Prefer 
moist ground. Various species found 
from coast to 10,000 feet elevation. 


CALIFORNIA HOLLY 


Photinia arbutifolia 


In the spring clusters of white flowers 
cover the shrub called California | lolly, 
or Toyon, by fall forming the brilliant 
red berries so much used for Christmas 
decorations. Rocky slopes, canyons, 


foothills. 
INDIAN PAINT BRUSH 


Castilleia miniata 


From Southern California to Alaska 
these heads of flame glow among shrubs 
and chaparral — of which they are root- 
parasites. They also have a root system 
of their own. Combinations of red, yel- 
low and red, greenish-white and pink 
are found. Sea cliffs to high mountains 
and deserts. 


CALIFORNIA POPPY 
Eschscholtzia californica 


The Poppy is the State Flower of Cali- 
fornia, but it travels many miles north 
into Oregon and Washington, east into 
Arizona, south into Mexico. Color 
range is through white, canary, yellow, 
orange, and orange-red. 


SHOOTING STAR 
Dodecatheon hendersonii 


The flowers of this plant very closely 
resemble those of the cultivated Cycla- 
men. Found along the coast, in the in- 
terior, and in high mountain meadows 
where they stand with their feet in 
snow water in July. 


SAND VERBENA 


Abron ia umbellata 


Trailing the Pacific Coast from Lower 
California to British Columbia the long 
prostrate stems of Sand Verbena send 
up gay heads — rose-pink, yellow, 
white. In the deserts there is a similar 
but smaller species.

4 \sclepias speciosa

One species, А. mexicana, is classed 
as a noxious weed, requiring extermina 
tion, It has whorls of narrow leaves and 
greenish purple flow ers. Appears in 
colonies in California and Oregon. 


ROSE BAY 
Rhododendron californicum 


This very exquisite member of the 
Неаф family is the State flower of 
Washington, where it grows to great 
perfection. Evergreen; assumes tree pro 
portions in northern Redwoods. (Greek 
rhodos, a rose, and dendron, a tree.) 


BLAZING STAR 


Mentzelia laevicaulis 


White shining stems and grey-green 
leaves accompany this brilliant flower. 
Petals come to an abrupt point, giving 
it another common name—Golden Pen. 
Long stamens produc е an апу effect. 
Grows m poor gravelly soil. 


LEOPARD LILY 


Lilium pardalinum 


From near the sea on to stream banks 
and meadow s, then up into high moun 
tains great clusters of these Lilies — on 
seven foot stems—are a splendid sight. 
Heavily spotted petals turn abruptly 


back. 


SEASIDE DAIS 


Erigeron glaucus 





Very near the sea, along sandy shores 
and on low cliffs, the Seaside Daisy 
makes its home. It usually tises from a 
base of leaves but sometimes springs 
from the ends of prostrate woody 
branches, 


GLOBE GILIA 
Gilia capitata 


At the top of long naked stems a close 
round head is made up of many small 
flowers — white, blue or purple. Sta 
mens extend well beyond the petals. 
Leaves, cut into many narrow divisions, 
are basal. 
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LUPINE 


Lupinus succulentis 


The Lupine is well known and easily 
recognized. The range о! color equals 
the range of territory over which 
Lupines appear, for in many sections 
they wear many changes of line raiment. 


SNOW PLANT 
Sarcodes sanguineum 


Singly and in companies, throughout 
high mountains, June to August, the 
Snow Plant pushes its way up through 
layers of Pine needles and other pro- 
tective materials lately covered by win- 
ter snows. Entire plant above ground 
is red. 


ROSE 


Rosa californica 


Throughout California, Washington 
and Oregon, and north to Alaska, vari- 
ous species and varieties of the Rose 
occur. Stems are armed variously with 
short, or long spines; flowers, rose to 


white; calyx, or “hip.” turns red, 


BABY BLUE-EYES 
Nemophila menziesii 
These low annuals are distributed over 
Pacific Coast States. Color ranges 
through white, light blue, azure blue 
and purple, petals often with radiating 


dotted lines of purple or blotches of 
deeper color at the tip. 


BLUE DICKS 

Brodiaea capitata 

Nodding, compact heads of purple, with 
deeper purple bracts, top the slim stems 


of this member of the Lily famil It 
grows singly or in masses covering

Erysimum asperum 

During March and April the Wall 
Flower flourishes on rocky hills and in 
the mountains, making much color with

ALPINE HEATHER 
Proa bean 


This strikingly colorful little Alpine 
plant grows in our higher northern 
mountains, up to 12,000 feet. The rigid 
stem, 4 to 12 inches high, is covered 
with narrow, stiff, evergreen leaves; 
flowers pink to rose-color. 


SYRINGA 
Philadelphus lewisii 


This closely resembles our cultivated 
Syringa, pure white flowers being nu- 
merous and very fragrant. It appears 
along the northern coast to British 
Columbia, also in coastal mountains in 
Southern California. It is the State 
flow ег of Idaho. 


BUSH LUPINE 


Lupinus arboreus 


The Lupine numbers nearly то species. 
The Bush Lupine is very sturdy, attain- 
ing a height of over FE feet and having 
roots that grow deep into sandy soil, 
holding it in place. Flowers sweetly 
scented, 


FLOWERING CURRANT 


Ribes sanguineum 


The shreddy brown bark and large, 
lobed, soft green leaves (sticky when 
young) are in contrast with red or rose- 
colored flowers. Berry is blue-black, 
covered with frosty bloom. High moun- 
tains. 


WIND POPPY 
Papaver heteroph yllum 
On hillslopes and in valleys the Wind 


Poppy makes an unexpected dash of 
color; yellowish juice very bitter and 
narcotic. This graceful brilliant flower 
is rather rare and generally found on 
the foothill slopes of interior valleys. 


GOLDEN ROD 


Solidago californica 


Usually found on dry slopes or plains 
from California to British Columbia. | 
comes along in late summer when most 
flowers have ceased blooming and is 
probably the best known of autumn 
flowers throughout the entire country.

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MOUNTAIN DOGWOOD 
Cornus nuttallii 


Blooming in cool summer canyons this 
makes a wonderful picture. Large, 
petal-like, white bracts surround a 
greenish flower center. Bracts wither 
flowers Бессте scarlet berries. A high 
mountain shrub. 


RED-BUD 
Cercis occidentalis 


Barren branches of the Red-Bud, or 
Judas Tree, decked with glowing flow- 
ers paint early spring hills with fine 
color. Later the round leaves vie in 
color with the flat reddish-purple seed 
pods that sw ing among them. 


THISTLE SAGE 
Salvia ( arduac ea 


In low er San Joaquin Valley especially 
this member of the Mint family covers 
vast acreage in season — May to June. 
Black Sage (Salvia mellifera) and 
White Sage (Salvia apiana) appear in 
Southern California and furnish much 


honey. 


CONE FLOWER 
Rudbeckia californica 


At the top of a 2- to 5-foot naked stem 
this solitary head appears. Yellow 
petals make an outstanding frill at the 
base of the purplish-brown cone. Base 
leaves large Moist ground, 5,000 to 


7,000 feet elevation. 


MOUNTAIN DAISY 
Erigeron coulteri 


Among the Pines at 10,000 feet this 
Daisy is at its prime in July. Many 
narrow ribbon-like petals radiate from 
the yellow center, sometimes being 
white, sometimes purplish They also 
frequent lower meadows. 


CLEMATIS 
Clematis lasiantha 


From a woody base the trailing stems 
drape themselves lavishly over shrubs 
and small trees Creamy flowers de 
velop into puff balls of feathery tails, 
the mass appearing like a gigantic but 


delicate scarf.

Oregon has chosen this Barberry to 
represent it as a State flower The 
spine-tipped leaves make a fine back- 
ground for the yellow flowers and for 
the Frosted-blue berries — which make 
a delicious jelly.

Delphinium parryi 

The sepals and spur of this flower are 
the most apparent parts, two small 
white petals and two larger purple ones 
covering the stamens, Scarlet Larkspur

BRONZE BELLS 


Fritillaria pinelorum 





Curious marking and odd coloration 
make these flowers notic cable, although 
they are nol general. They appear in 
Pine woods, on coastal hill tops, in 
river grain fields and up to 10,500 feel 
in North Coast Ranges. 


SWEET SHRUB 
Calycanthus occidentalis 


Aromatic shrub, five to nine feet high 
Flower petals are strap-like and of a 
livid red, the ends fading lo tawny 
brown in age, Usually found along 
canyon streams up lo 4,000 feet, Some- 
times called Spice Bush. 


IRIS 
Iris douglasiana 


The Iris is so named on account of ils 
rainbow colors — Greek iris, rainbow. 
Various species have flowers of white, 
yellow, lavender and purple with indi- 
vidual markings Forms colonies in 
mountain meadows, 


TRILLIUM 


Trillium ovatum 


In wooded canyons near the northern 
coast and up lo British Columbia this 
single three-petaled flower lifts itself 
above the three leaves at the summit of 
the stem — which is otherwise without 


leaves. 
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RED-BERRY 


Rhamn us crocea 


This low shrub with rigid branches and 
bright scarlet berries grows in canyons 
and near the coast. Other species are 
trees to 50 feet high, growing farther 
inland. The Coffee Berry is a close 
relative, 


MEADOW FOAM 
Limnanthes douglasii 


Great masses of these flowers зе! 
against the much-divided leaves cover 
many meadows in early spring. It likes 
low ground, in or near shallow water. 
Often appears with Redwood Sorrel, 
pink, white or rose-color. 


WHITE MARIPOSA 
Calochortus venustus 


Mariposa means “butterfly,” suggested 
by petal markings. More than 20 
species, many varieties; three-petaled, 
variously marked, from white, yellow, 
brick-red, lavender, purple, and deep 
wine. Leaves disappear early. 


GODETIA 
Godetia dudleyana 


In color the Godetias range from nearly 
white to rosy pink with heavy crimson 
splotches on each petal. Some are of a 
delicate lavender with purple markings 
Sometimes called “Farewell to Spring.” 
Widely distributed. 


BEAR MAT 
Chamaebatia foliolosa 


The fern-like foliage of this plant is 
evergreen and has a heavy scent, Grows 
in matted, tangled form which gives il 
another common name—Mountain Mis 
ery. Covers large areas in Yellow Pine

SQUAW GRASS 
Xerophyllum Тепах 


From а fountain-like group of long nat 
row leaves arises a stout flower stem 
from 2- to 6 feet high, the last 10 or 12 
inches covered with a mass of creamy 
flowers. Indians use dry leaves for 
basketry.

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CREAM CUPS 


Platystemon californicus 


This little low-growing plant has weak, 
hairy stems, creamy petals and quan- 
tities of stamens that make a cushion- 
like center. Quite common. One variety 
has yellow petals tipped with pink or 
green. 


SCARLET GILIA 
Gilia aggregata 


In northern mountains, to 10,000 feet, 
these scarlet blossoms appear from June 
to August, traveling north through Ore- 
gon and Washington. On tall, delicate 
stems, these flowers flash out from 
among underbrush or stand alone. 


PUSSY PAWS 
Calyptridium umbellatum 


Ascending or radiating from a central 
rosette of leaves, long stems end in 
coiled spikes made up of tiny pink flow- 
ers — much resembling the cushions of 
a cat's. foot. Likes sandy or gravelly 
soil in high mountains. 


SHASTA LILY 


Lilium washingtonianum 


On stems to 6 feet high these lovely 
Lilies of spicy fragrance appear in the 
upper Pine forests. In Northern Cali 
fornia it is called Shasta Lily; in Ore- 
gon, Hood Lily; in Washington, 
Washington Lily. Midsummer. 





BURRO FAT 


Isomeris arborea 


The foliage of this plant has a most un- 
pleasant, heavy, scent. The much in- 
flated pods contain only a few large 
seeds. It belongs to the Caper family, 
from which we derive seed pods for 
pickling use. 


DEATH VALLEY SAGE 


Salvia funerea 





This is a curious Desert plant, with 
slender branches, small leaves арреаг- 
ing as if cut from grey-white felt, spine- 
tipped; a minute flower of vivid purple 
emerging from white wool pellets the 


size of peas.
